During last suinmer quite a loz 
of time was spent by the football 
legislators over the rule, but in 
spite of views to the contrary it 
was only altered so that no player 
can now be offside direct trom a 
throw in. Even so, I do nos 
suppose we have heard the las: 
aboutthe rule a3 yet, for L quite 
expect that during the present 
season full-backs wha play the 
ofside rula ta stop forwards from 
acoring goals will again be accus- 
ed of spoiling the garte. 

Perhaps it is difficals for a full- 
back to take an entirely unpre- 
judiced view of ‘the rule, but 
certainly, to my way of thinking. 
it will be a bad day for football 
when the offside rule is taken of 
the books—if ever that day ar- 
tives. Those who know assure 
me that the rule was put onthe 
hooks originally to help full-backs 
against “poaching” forwards, 
and also to encourage forwards 
to practice the art of combination 

If it has done this, it has 
obviously been for the good of 
the game, for I am quite sure 
there is nothiag which better 
pleases the spectators ab 3 
football match than the sight of 
a line of forwards working 
beautifully together, and carrying 
the ball towards the opposing 
poal by means of quick passes 
from-rnan-to.man._It we_wiped 
ot the offside rule we shoule 
abolish combination at the same 
tine, for the temptation to send 
one or two men well up the field 
to wait fer the ball to be kicked 
tothem would be too strong to 
be resisted. 

AN [LLOGICAL CHARGE. 

As for the charge that full- 
backs who use the offside rule 
to stop forwarda from scoring 
goals are spoiling the game. 
really I €o ‘not think that is 
logical. To me ist would seem 
tobe much more reasonabe te 
blame the forwards who get ot 
sida when it isso easy for thes 
to-keep onside. oe 
“They need only take one of 
tgs quite simple preceutions— 
either keep behind the man with 
the ball, or run through on their 
own instead of passing to some 
colleague who is in an offside 
‘position. In a word, all that 
forwards need do to the prevent 
games being spailt is to think. Ir 
they will notthink, then the fault 
does not He with full backs, does 
it? 

Of course, strictly speaking, it 
lis only the anxiety of the forwards: 
ty be doing something which 
tempts them to get offside. This 
js where the footballer differs 
from the worker at his trade. So 
far as the latter is concerned, be 
can just dash ahead at top> soezed, 
and we are told that that is what 
the country wants justnow. And 
it the workers dash ahead in the 
productions game there is no 
“offside!” * .

Fierce Fight at the London 
“Zoo. 


As the result of a Serco fishtin 
one of the capes at the Zoolsgical 
Gardens, London, a tigresy was 
Killed by a lion. Tae fight ook 
place ona Taoursday atteragon, 
and the keeper succeeded in 
separating the animals. I: waa 
thoughs (says the Timex) thie no 
serious harm had been done, and 
the tigress walked about as usual 
during the res? of the dsy. But 
on Friday morning she was Found 
dead. A pos:-morzem examina 
tion showed that the Hon, a 
powerful young animal, had 
seized tho tigress (who was old, 
with feeble claws and woen canina 
teeth) by the chaat, probably as 
the firs: onslaught, and this had 
caused internal hemorrhage, 
which proved fatal. 

The large cases in the Lion 
House are each provided with 
two sleeping deas, the siidin:- 
doors of which are o erated by 
palleys from the bask.
